DROWNED IN MISSOURI WHILE 
DIVING FOR OART. 



Clint and Neely White, -ons of 
Isaac White, who formerly I i veil near 
Oarrsville, Livingston county, were 
drowned in Mississippi river Friday 
at Duvil's Tea Table, Mo. Tbe boys 
in working for a stone contractor 
who was opening quarries at that 
plaoe, and ware diving in the river 
r the bed of a dump cart when 
drowned. The bodies wgre recovered.

The oity ofPaduoab, aocording to 
present plans, ih soon to be the de- 
fendant in sisty five or more damage 
suits, most of them for $10,000 each, 
a total of over i«50,000. It ia likely 
tbat after tbe first few are filed scores 
of others will oome in, all basjd on 
tbe alleged illegal working of pris- 
oners on the stroets nnder the'seoond 
class charter and for the alleged un- 
oleanliness and unsanitary oondition 
of the city prison. 

This afternoon W. W Bartlett, 
the 8outh Third street grooer. will 
through Attorney W. M. Worten file 
a suit against the city of Paducah for 
$10,000 damages, and F. O. Rudolph, 
guardian of Will Dodd, a colored 
vouth, a similar anit for $10,000 
damages, through tbe same attorney. 

Mr. Bartlett alleges tliat he was 
fined recently in police court for being 
drnnk. and was given no opportunity 
to pay or replevin his fine, although 
he was amply able to do either, bnt 
waa hastened to the chain gang and 
placed on the streets to work. He 
bad to take his chanoss, he claims, to 
notify his friends and have them re- 
lease him. 

Dodd claims that be was placed in 
the lookup and compelled to work 
about twenty- nine days on the streets 
encumbered * with f hackles. Tbat 
be was kept at night in the lockup, 
which was overrun with vermin, and 
bitten until ha was covered with 
sores, and that the shackles so injured 
his feet and legs that for two or three 
months be had to walk on 
and is still a cripple. That prii 
in tbe lookup become filthy and afflict 
ed with vermin, and when r 
bave to burn their clothing. 

It is claimed in both petitions tbat 
tbe city under the seoond class 
charter has no right to work any 
one on the streets. 1'hat it isfunjust 
and unlawful, and by reason of this 
alleged unlawful act, the plaintiffs 
In these oases were humiliated and 
put to great suffering of mind and 
body, for which each claims $10,000 
damages. 

This point is a new one, bnt It 
is claimed by some attorneys that 
while Padnoah had a right to work 



third class obarter, no right exists 
to work them on the utreets under 
tbe seoond olass obarter, and 
that every person worked on the 
streets sinoe tbe transfer of 
to the second class was a 
oontrary to law. 

Attorney W. M. Worten has been 
employedeto bring 6f> <uits of former 
prisoners who have been ■ worked on 
the chain gang since the oity began 
workiDg under the seoond class cliar- 
ter and it is expected ;that there will 
be more, as a number of those who 
have been so worked are alr.-a.ly pre- 
paring to sue. it is peported.

There appears to be only one i-oln 
tioo Of the sidewalk problem. 1'rop 
ertj owners who <lo not desire to re 
constiuct their sidewalk! oannot be 
oonipelled to tinder the present or 1 1 
nance, which doei not require nni 
fortuity. The bourd of public works 
has oommendably attempted to im 
press tins on the general council, and 
if the council can't see it that way 
the city will have to get along with 
the present sidewalks, which are left 
in nn in.lesoribubly bad condition 
after the irenohes are dug through 
them both crosswiie and length* Be, 
to lay watar, gas, and storm water 
sewer pipes. In fact, thoy are unfit to 
walk on, and are aomething fierce to 
look ut.

Under the 
ordinance passed, allowing either 
brick or granitoid, instead of repair 
lag all of either one material or the 
other, the prope rty owner oannot be 
compelled to hare bis sidewalks re 
constructed an : a contractor cannot 
collect a claim again>-t a properly 
owner for the work if the latter re 
fuses payment 

The board of public works has ample 
legal advice for Its position and if the 
general council doesn't amend the 
ordinance now and avoid delay, it will 
only again demonstrate the stupidity 
for whioh it ban In come noted.
